The American people constitute 
a vast audience. The trouble with 
this audience is that it is diffused 
and is not too well informed. Also, 
large segments of it cling to the 
idea that, after all, things are 
pretty much as they always have 
been, and all will be well if we 
sit tight and do nothing. 


Autumn is coming up. And it 
is approaching somewhat in the 
manner of Rudyard Kipling’s de- 
scription of dawn in Mandalay. It 
is coming up like thunder. All this 
will provide a supreme test for 
the United Nations and this coun- 
try’s participation. The agenda is 
almost certain to include these 
items: 


1. A debate on whether to bring 
the issue of Red China’s admis- 
sion to the floor. Here again we 
must try to understand this issue 
will not be whether 
Mao’s government, but whether to 
permit discussion of it to come 
to the floor. 


Arms Debate 


2. A thorough debate on dis- 
armament, 


3. The Berlin problem. 


4. Angola, where Portugal’s re- 
pressions are bloody and ruthless. 

5. Possible sanctions against 
South Africa. 


6. The trust territory now ad- 
ministered by South Africa and 
whether or not to abolish this con- 
trol. 


Others of like importance are 
quite likely to be added. But these 
are enough to make clear the need 
for careful and exhaustive report- 
ing by American newspapers, wire 
services, news magazines, televi- 
sion and radio. We are already 
standing in the need of prayer. 
But even more, we must be abie 
to_understand the issues -confront- 

S72 us. Being tough is necessary. 
But this alone is not enough. Just 
being tough, without the resilien- 
cy of intelligence, could bring ap 
end to the world as we know it. 


We can be thankful there is such 
a thing as the United Nations. 
Without it we long ago would have 
had war. Its victories and achieve- 
ments may be minor in compari- 
son with the dream of attaining 
world peace, but if we do not see 
that in just the Congo alone the 
U.N. has justified itself, then in-

able.

This is a fine, re- 
sounding phrase, and it never 
fails to please civic club and GOP 
audiences. 


What Is Meaning? 


But, asked Sen. Fulbright, what 
does it mean? Is Sen. Goldwater 
saying, he asked, that we win 
total victory by an all-out nuclear 
wat which would kill a_ great 
many millions of our people, as 
well as those of other nations? If 
this is what Mr. Goldwater means, 
then when do we begin such a 
war? 


If this is not the means to be 
used to attain total victory, then 
it must be done by a bold, diplo- 
matic stroke which is so convinc- 
ing that everyone on the other 
side immediately will see the un- 
answerable logic of it and accept 
it. 


Sen. Fulbright’s quiet questions 
were in a sense cruel in that they 
punctured the poppycock of all 
such loose and pontifical phrases 
as “total victory.” Sen. Goldwa- 
ter’s reply seemed quite lame. He 
did not, he said, want a nuclear 
war. He did not know any single 
diplomatic stroke which could pro- 
duce total victory. But, he said, 
we should strive for a climate 
which would produce total vic- 
tory. The exact meaning of this 
is nonexistant.

LEOPOLDVILLE — Cyrille 
Adoula, an anti-Communist fol- 
lower of President Joseph Kasa- 
vubu, was swept into office as 
the Congo’s new Premier Wednes- 
day by a landslide vote in Parlia- 
ment.

BEATS GIZENGA 


The parliamentary verdict was 
a victory for Kasavubu, who des- 
ignated the new premier Tues- 
day. It was regarded as a bitter 
defeat for Antoine Gizenga, head 
of the Soviet-backed regime of 


premiership for himself. 


The outcome was _ interpreted 
also as a victory for the United 
Nations and for Sture Linner, the 
Swedish head of its mission here 
who with his aides had played a 
key role in bringing about the 
parliamentary session under pro- 
tection of international troops. 


Gizenga was listed as the first 
_vice-premier in the cabinet which 
Adoula presented to Parliament. 
It was not immediately known 
whether he would accept this po- 
sition or whether he would repudi- 
ate the verdict of Parliament. 


Gizenga has not been partici- 
pating in the parliamentary ses- 
sion. He stayed in Stanleyville, in- 
|stead, and by raising various 
claims about procedures here has 
laid a foundation for possible re- 
pudiation of Wednesday’s vote. 


HEADS DEFENSE 


Christophe Gbenye, Gizenga’s 
righthand man, was named Min- 
ister of the Interior. 

The principal key positions in 
the new government, with the ex- 
ception of those reserved for 
Gizenga and Gbenye, went to 
men who are either disciples of 
Kasavubu or at least have been 
willing to work with him. 


Adoula keeps his old post of 
defense minister, in addition to 
the premiership. Justin Bomboko 
remains Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, and Joseph Ileo, the out- 
going premier of the central gov- 
ernment, takes over the Minis- 
try of Information.

House approval Wednesday for the second of President John F. Ken- 
nedy’s two military buildup measures to cope with the Berlin crisis.

This completed congressional 
action on both defense measures 
and sent the procurement bill to 
the White House for the Presi- 
dent’s signature.

Khrushchev Sees 
No War at Berlin

MOSCOW—Soviet Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev declared Wednes- 
day that his government believed there would be no war over Berlin. 


The Russian leader firmly stood 
by his demands for a German 
peace treaty and a change in the 
status of West Berlin. But he 
added that the Soviet Union was 
ready to negotiate with the West- 
ern powers. 


An official Western source said 
Khrushchev expressed these 
views in a three-hour and 15-

The Italian premier and his 
foreign minister, Antonio Segnio 
Segni, arrived here by air in mid- 
afternoon Wednesday on a four- 
day state visit.

Concluding a l%-hour state 
ment on the international situa- 
tion, Khrushchev stated: 


“We believe that there will be 
no war. A German peace treaty 
is necessary, and so are negotia- 
tions.”’ 


The source said discussions pro- 
ceeded in a frank and sometimes 
cordial atmosphere. As Khrush- 
chev began to speak of Berlin, he 
expressed himself more strongly 
but without acrimony. 


Priemier Fanfani, in replay, 
reiterated the Western position 
on Berlin in a half-hour state- 
ment. 


The Soviet premier was flanked 
by his foreign minister, Andrei 
A. Gromyko.

WHITE PLAINS, N.Y.—Ten 
large railroads of the East, and 
Midwest filed in New York State 
Supreme Court here Wednesday 
to win exemption from the full- 
crew laws of the state. 


They declaired that the laws 
were unconstitutional because 
they required the hiring of need- 
less employes at a cost of $12 
million a year. 


The plaintiffs said they had lost 
$29 million last year and $90 mil- 
lion in the first five months of 
this year. The expense of un- 
necessary employes, the lines con- 
tinued, jeopardized their future, 
deprived the public of necessary 
improvements that could other- 
wise be financed and gave other 
transit systems an unfair and un- 
constitutional advantage. 


The railroads filing the suit 
were the New York Central, New 
Haven, Erie-Lackawana, Penn- 
sylvania, Long Island, Baltimore 
& Ohio, Lehigh Valley, Boston & 
Maine, Delaware & Hudson and 
the New York, Chicago & St. 
Louis. 

The defendants were Louis J. 
Lefkowitz, state attorney general, 
Robert J. Trainor, district at- 
torney of Westchester County, 
and the Public Service Commis- 
sion.

’ tidn of the ‘Lincoln Elementary School for Negroes in New Rochelle, 


New York. 


The court also turned down a 
request by the school board to 


delay an order by U.S. District 
Judge Irving R. Kaufman that 


the school be desegregated for 
the fall term. 


MOORE DISSENTS 


In upholding Kaufman's order, 
Judge Charles E. Clark found 
that the lower court correctly 
ruled that the New Rochelle 
School Board had “deliberately 
‘created and maintained Lincoln 
as a racially segregated school.” 


Clark was supported by Judge J. 
Joseph Smith. 


. However, in a dissenting opin- 
jon, Judge Leonard P. Moore 
said: “I believe the (Kaufman) 
decree takes away from the peo- 
ple their duly elected or ap- 
pointed boards of education and 
from the states themselves their 
right to decide by democratic 
processes upon the educational 
policies for their communities.” 


Moore said further that the de- 
cision against the school board 


was one “which in its far reach- 
ing implications, in my opinion, 
may seriously affect the school 
systems of this country.” 


Murray C. Feurst, attorney for 
the school board, said the board 
expects to obtain copies of the 
Court of Appeals decision Thurs- 
day and will decide’ on the next 
step then. 


Members of the board pre- 
viously had indicated the case 
would be carried to the U.S. Su- 
preme Court, if necessary.

Any remaining reluctance in Congress 
to pass President Kennedy’s foreign aid 
bill ought to be dispelled by the new 
manifesto issued by Khrushchev’s Com- 
munist Party. 

Referring as usual to Americans as 
“imperialists,” Moscow declared: 

_ “Under the guise of aid, they are try- 

ing to retain their old positions in exist- 
ing countries and capture new ones, to 
extend their social basis, lure the national 
bourgeosie to their side . . . and put obe- 
dient puppets in power. Imperialism thus 
remains the chief enemy, and the chief 
obstacle to the solution of the national 
problems facing the young sovereign 
states and all dependent countries.” 
Translated into truth, what Moscow is 
saying is that American foreign aid is the 
chief obstacle to a Communist take-over 
of emerging nations. 
With such expert testimony coming 
from the camp of the enemy, Congress 
can confidently pass the foreign aid bill. 
This is no time to remove obstacles to 
the spread of communism.

Like so many Communist statements, 
the one about Formosa by the chief of 
staff of the Chinese Red Army Tuesday 
night does great violence to the facts 
and to history.

It 
lasted for about 200 years and was a 
loose control for much of that time. 


Today’s Formosans regard Nationalist 
Chinese refugees there more as cousins 
than as brothers. If given a choice, they 
would probably choose independence 
over either Nationalist control or being 
restored “to the bosom of their mother- 
land.” (There is no probably about this: 
If they had to choose between Nationalist 
control and Red control, they would 
choose the former.)

One financial expert testi- 
fied the five 1,000-year trusts could conceivably amount, at the end 
of that_time, to nine million, nine hundred eighty-eight thousand, 
three hundred and eighty billions of dollars, Mr. Holdeen wanted to 
leave this nest egg to his relatives, with any residue going to Penn- 


sylvania. 


The alarmed U.S. government brought suit. It argued Mr. Holdeen 
was trying to eliminate taxes by destroying the tax base of the 
nation, and furthermore was trying to accumulate so much money 
as to abolish ‘‘the present economic system of this country.” 

The U.S. Court of Appeals in New York ruled the five trusts in- 
valid because Mr. Holdeen maintained control of them. 

But the canny Holdeen named the American Unitarian Associa- 
tion of Boston as the charitable beneficiary of as much of the money 
as “‘public policy will permit’’ from the two 500-year trusts, with the 
bulk of the money again going after five centuries to the state of 


Pennsylvania. 


And the Court of Appeals in New York has now held these two 
500-year trusts are valid. It noted Mr. Holdeen only wants to accu- 
mulate “‘that degree of concentration which public policy will permit.” 

But how much is that? Billions? Trillions?

The best answer the government could get out of the Court of 
Appeals was: “‘Considering the fact that the money invested in only 
one of the trusts involved, if kept invested at compound interest— 
‘would amount to all the total value of the world’—the trial court’s 
wonderment as to how two of them could be carried out when there 
is only one world can easily be understood—in this day of space 
exploration.

Eichmann Trial 


Eerie ats Katka 


JERUSALEM—The Eichmann trial, which en- 
ters its last phase Thursday, is so compounded 


of paradox that it seems unreal, like the presenta- eaeranrene 

tion of some tortuous Kafka tale dramatized with an expert touch 
of varisemblance. Eichmann himself, accused of responsibility for 
extinction of six million Jews, unctuously professes he was never 


anti-Jewish. 

Another Kafka feature is the 
setting. When Eichmann was con- 
ducting bureaucratic genocide, 
when Nazism flourished and Is- 
rael did not yet even exist, .the 
author attended other Jerusalem 
trials. 

In the dock were Jews, charged 
with terrorist activities, and on 
the bench were puzzled British 
officers acting with their govern- 
ment’s authority over mandated 
Palestine. 

Now Hitler is dead, Germany 
partitioned and the British gone. 
Israel is a reality and not a 
dream. Instead of the Union Jack 
the seven branched Menorah can- 
dlestick is the courtroom’s main 
adornment. And yet the real lan- 
guage of this trial is German. 

Cynicism in this often cynical 
little land has been muted. And 
the young generation of Israelis, 
who were born here and escaped 
personal application of the Nazi 
evil, are now forcibly reminded of 
it and shown what the outer 
world, «vhen it becomes insane, 
can do to Jews. The government 


uses this to underscore the very 
necessity for Israel’s existence as 
a haven and to unify the senti- 
ments of older Jewish immigrants 
and the tough young sabras who 
were born . 

Prime Minister Ben-Gurion 
views this extraordinary case as 
the first occasion in 2,000 years 
for Jews as Jews to try their 
persecutors. He sees this political 
implication: “The trial has 
brought home an age-old tragedy 
and greatly strengthened our peo- 
ple’s faith in a Jewish destiny.” 

There is a philosophical as well 
as juridical purpose to this curi- 
ously Kafka exercise: The judg- 
ing of a shadow man for crimes 
exceeding the imagination, in- 
cluding his own, committed 
against a people who had no state 
to call theirs when they were be- 
ing murdered and whose state 
now sits in judgment on. this 
creature; the only one of its in- 
numerable enemies during the 
two millennia when it was but a 
dream that it has been able to 
lay hands on.

‘‘Who,’” Mr. Hobbs asked, ‘‘is 
better fitted to teach welding 
to unskilled persons than a per- 
son who has been a welder all 
his life?’’ 

Mr. Hobbs admitted that not 
all the over-65-ers have the 
health or the skills needed by 
the Peace Corps program but 
he predicted that no matter how 
stringent the test might be at 
least one per cent of those 
over 65 would pass it, giving 
the program ‘‘170,000 top-notch, 
experienced people.’’

LONDON (UPI)—Prime Minister Harold Mac- 
millan said Wednesday Britain must:join the Common 
Market to protect Europe, the commonwealth, the free 
world and its own power, prestige and pocketbook. 


“The underlying issues—Europe- 
an unity, the future of the com- 
monwealth and the strength of 
the free world—are all of capital 
importance,”” Macmillan said. He 
opened a two-day House of Com- 
mons debate on his decision to 
have Britain apply for member- 
ship in the continental alliance. 


KEY TO PROSPERITY 

The prime minister said Britain 
must align its economy with 
Western Europe’s to remain pros- 
perous. Britain best can help its 
commonwealth partner’s econo- 
mies by building its own through 
common market membership, he 
said. 


The issue of joining the Com- 
mon Market is one of the ‘most 
difficult and most important” 
problems Britain ever faced, he 
said. 


Foreign Secretary Lord Home 
opened a twin debate in the 
House of Lards with the state- 
ment: 


“We cannot be the leading part- 
ner in the commonwealth unless 
we are rich—richer than we are 
now. It is quite likely that Britain 
could serve the commonwealth 
better inside the European com- 
munity than outside it.” 


CHEERED, JEERED 


Macmillan used almost the 
same words in stressing the 
political importance of British 
membership. 


“I believe our right place is in 
the vanguard of the move toward 
a greater unity of the free world. 
We would lead better from within 
than from outside, and I am per- 
suaded we ought to try,” he said. 


Macmillan won loud cheers

In his years of working with 
students he said he had often 
found intelligent, talented young 
people straining to be something 
for which they had no aptitude or 
real interest in because of family 
pressure. 


Even those who chose early for 
themselves sometimes find it dif- 
ficult to change their course when 
they find it is not what they want 
because of pressures from outside 
to stick with their decisions. 

Stating ‘‘We are honor-bound to 
open up every opportunity for him 
to make the choice himself,’”’ Dr. 
Miller said that he did not believe 
in trving to dissuade a student 
from his choice, even if it did not 
seem to be right for him. 


Instead, he felt it was his job, 


and the duty of parents to help 
students on whatever path they 


chose unless and until they ques- 


tioned their own choice.

G. Everett Millican, seek- 
ing re-election in the Fifth Ward, 
ted he introduced the legisla- 
tion when he was in the General 
Assembly to end ward elections in 
the wake of an ugly city scandal. 


The aldermanic candidates 
were generally in line on cam- 
paign pledges: None said he 
would rock the boat if elected and 
none promised to raise taxes or 
criticized motherhood.

The Soviet’s 20-Y ear Plan 
Answer to Wite Trouble? 


If a man is having trouble 
with his wife, he might like 
the Soviet’s new 30-year-plan, 
me part that affects Russian 
women. 


That’s the analysis of Dr. Ber- 
nard Holland, head of Emory 
University’s Psychiatry Depart- 
ment, 


He was commentating on Mr: 
Khrushchev’s new plan to get 
women out of the kitchen into 
the labor force. 


Specifically he referred to the 
Communist party’s goal to re- 
place home cooking with ‘‘pub- 
lic catering” and to free more 
Russian women for ‘creative 
careers.” 


“If a man likes his wife, he 
won't like the idea,”’ the Atlanta 
psychiatrist opined. 


Turning serious, he doubts the 
Russian ruse that the new pro- 
gram will give women more 
creative activity than homemak- 
ing. 

“‘What’s more creative than 
raising a healthy, happy child,” 
Dr. Holland asks. 


AGE FAST? 

A well-known Atlantan, Miss 
Betty Parker, home economist, 
blasts off with the woman’s 
viewpoint. 

*‘No wonder American tourists 
bring back reports on how old 
Russian women look,” Miss 
Parker proclaims. 


“They dig up the streets and 
do the hardest kind of labor,” 
Miss Parker explains. 


That’s worse drudgery than 
home making, she thinks. 


“Women wouldn’t choose that 
kind of life,’’ thinks the Atlan- 
tan who has made a top flight 
career of cooking and home- 
making: 

It’s at odds with their ‘“‘ir- 
refutable instinct’’ to make a 
home and care for children, she 
reminds. 

It’s all part of the Russian 
program to get cheap feminine 
labor, Miss Parker thinks. 


There’s very little semblance 
of home life behind the curtain 
already, she believes, with the 
state baby-sitting set-up and 
crowded home conditions. 


Americans have learned many 
of their most valuable lessons 
of life around the kitchen table, 
with parents or grandparents 
presiding, she reminds. What's 
to substitute for this in the So- 
viet’'s state-operated kitchens 
and cafeterias? 


Additional pertinent comment 
comes from a veteran Atlanta 


social worker who gave up her. 


career to become a housewife. 
She is Mrs. Ernestine Mer- 

riam, who formerly counseled 

distraught families with the 

Child Service Assn.

ROME — There they lay, 
stone-cold dead and looking as 
if ‘‘they might get up and raise 
hell again.” 


The bodies were those of 
Josef Stalin and Nicolai Lenin, 
lying in state in their granite 
mausoleum-shrine in Moscow's 
Red Square. The reaction was 
from Mrs. David Barkley, a 
tourist from Rome, Ga. 


Mrs. Barkley recalled recent- 
ly a two-week visit last year to 
Moscow and other principal 
cities of Russia when she ac- 
compained her husband, an 
Army reserve lieutenant colo- 
nel and chairman of the depart- 
ment of education at Rome’s 
Berry College. 


The trip was strictly a vaca- 
tion for the two of them, but it 
enabled Dr. Barkley to inspect 
the facilities and curriculum of 
Moscow University. 


“My husband is a _ trained 
observer,’’ said Mrs. Barkley. 
“and he and I didn’t always 
agree on the interpretation of 
what we saw.”’

“Anyway,”” she added, ‘‘we 
steered away from political 
discussions with the people 
over there.’’ This was just be- 
fore the famous U-2 incident. 


CURIOUS, REVERENT 


Getting back to the mauso- 
leum, which is open from 7 
a.m. to 7 p.m., Mrs. Barkley 
said curious and reverent Rus- 
sians queued up four abreast 
all day long to get a glimpse 
of the two glass-enclosed coffins 
containing the idols of the Com- 
munist world. 


A curious point, Mrs. Bark- 
ley noticed, is that Lenin’s 
hands are relaxed, while Stal- 
in’s are clenched fists. 


Like all tourists to Russia, 
the Barkleys were supplied 
with a guide who took care of 
all arrangements and interpret- 
ing chores. It was a girl in this 
case, Rema by name. 


Rema worked for a salary of 
$100 a month. She spoke fluent 
Russian, English, Spanish and 
German, and she was working 
on yet another, Siamese. Her 
salary would be boosted ac- 
cordingly as she acquired pro- 
ficiency in other languages. 


Rema was 28 years. old, 
blonde, with a small frame and 
a bad complexion. She had 
studied for five years at the 
University of Moscow. She 
lived with her mother and fa- 
ther, both of whom were hop- 
ing to retire soon to a house in 
the country. Rema’s own feet 
and hands had been frost- 
bitten during the siege of Mos- 
cow in World War II. Rema did 
not like the Germans. 


“TI asked Rema if she would 
like to come to America,”’ re- 
called Mrs. Barkley. “She said 
she wouldn't want to stay 
there.”’ 


Like most Russian people— 
especially those with higher 
educations—Rema was passion- 
ately curious about the United 
States and its way of life, Mrs. 
Barkley said. ‘‘The younger gen- 
eration are determined work- 
ers. They take very seriously 
the promises that have been 
handed out to them for a better 
standard of living.”’ 


INDIVIDUALITY 


Although the Russian people, 
as workers for the state, are 
disciplined to obey orders im- 
plicitly, Mrs. Barkley detected 
a few glimmerings of individ- 
uality. 


One day the Barkleys were 
visiting a grammar school dur- 
ing a trip to Yalta. A class- 
room of boys engaged in art 
lessons were dutifully drawing 
alternate Kremlins and trees 
as they had been instructed— 
“except for one youngster, who 
was alternating HIS Kremlins 
with lamp posts.” 


Mrs. Barkley’s wardrobe in- 
cluded two knit suits, a pair of 
low-heeled shoes, a fur coat, 
boots and mittens. She advises 
touring females to bring along 
their own cosmetics, sham- 
poo—and a can of instant 
coffee. 


Her luggage was never ex- 
amined, to her knowledge. Nor 
was she aware of any onerous 
bureaucratic restrictions, even 


though the Moscow-Kiev-Yalta- 
Odessa itinerary had been or- 
dained in advance by Intourist, 
and it was practically impos- 
sible to deviate from it. 


Like most tourtsts, the Bark- 
leys visited GUM, the famous 
state-owned department store 
in Moscow. The setup is more 
like that of an indoor bazaar. 
Each counter is operated by an 
independent merchant, . who 
closes up his department when- 
ever he feels like it. 


Clothes fashions in Russia 
are “hideous” by American 
standards, says Mrs. Barkley, 
but they are improving. “‘The 
women are too busy working to 
worry much about things like 
that.””

The Barkleys found Russian 
food palatable, if not outstand- 
ing. She recalled items like 
chicken Kiev, borscht and vari- 
ations on potatoes. She “got 
sick of peas and carrots, and 
their idea of hamburger just 
wasn’t mine.”’

Clambake Drama | 
Has Dual Purpose

Long before the barbecue grill 
became the focal point of outdoor 
entertaining of a crowd, the clam- 


bake served the dual purpose of 
being an easy method of preparing 
plenty of mouth-watering local food 
specialties and at the same time 
providing built-in amusement. 


It is virtually impossible to be 
bored at a bake, and how can you 
help but be friendly with your 
neighbor when you're happily 
cracking lobster claws and dripping 
clam juice and butter from your 
chins? 


Not long ago, the George Men- 
gerts of 485 Tara Trail, NW, began 
to make plans with their bridge 
club friends for their second party 
of the year. 


Clambake Suggestion 


“At first, we thought that a 
luau would be a great deal of fun,” 
said Mrs. Mengert, “but as time 
went on, my husband suggested a 
‘beachcomber’ party with a clam- 
bake.” And that’s how a clambake 
happened in Atlanta. 


George Mengert suddenly real- 
ized that his neighbors had tried 
this type of cookout a year before 
and it proved successful——‘‘So,” he 
thought, “why not try it again and 
invite our 25 guests to come in 
beachcomber attire?”’ 


Twenty-two Lobsters 


The menu includes 22 Maine 
lobsters, 150 cherrystone clams, 
nine pounds of shrimp and plenty 
of corn on the cob. 


To complete the meal Mrs. Men- 
gert and her friends decided on a 
tossed salad, hot rolls, coffee and 
sherbet. “Watermelon would real- 
ly be the finishing touch,” laughed 
Mrs. Mengert, ‘‘but we decided to 
be a little different.” 


“To start the clambake rolling,” 
explained George, “I am placing 
two inches of water in the bottom 
of the cans.” On top of the water 
goes a grill which is topped with 
seaweed. Cheesecloth is stretched

over the seaweed and the potatoes 
are spread out on the cloth. 


Seaweed Topping 


Seaweed tops the potatoes and 
another layer of cheesecloth fol- 
lowed by corn then. seaweed and 
cloth with lobster, more seaweed 
and cloth followed by shrimp with 
another layer of seaweed and cloth 
and clams on top. 


“The cheesecloth makes it eas- 
ler to lift the food out of the can,” 
pointed out George. 


The husks are pulled back and 
the silks are removed from the ears 
of corn. Then the husks cover the 
corn during the cooking process. 


Feeding the fire in the pit on 
each side of the cans is an art and 
a JOB. And it is a job that only 
MEN can handle. 


George Mengert started the fire 
at 5:30 p.m. and filled the cans at 
6. At 7 o’clock, they got the first 
show of steam and by 8 the chow 
was on. 


Recalls Clambakes 
As a child, George recalls some 


wonderful clambakes and he feels : 


that at this type of party everyone 
can relax and really enjoy good 
food. 


A smal] quantity of food will be 
ready to eat anywhere from 30 
minutes to an hour and a half. The 
lobsters will be bright red and the 
clams’ shells just opening when it’s 
ready.
